Malnutrition, nerveusness anc feticuc are like 


The term malnutrition has both a »vonuler and a 
scicntific In infancy it has reference to alimentary 
Cisturvances in which there is an inability to Cigest and assimi- 
late foocs necessary for »oroner growth and Ccvelopment. In the 
ol¢cr chile, it has, through populerization, acauirsd the meen- 
ing of a state of undernutrition in which the boe€y woisht is 

7 to 10% oer cont, or more, below the average woignt for the 
averacs heieht for a given age. Such a cofinition imcdiatcly 
makes clear the point of vicw cf its advocetes., To thom it 

is of no consequence whethor the stato of nutrition is the 
ovrimary result of inadequate foot havits or the sccondary 
result of organic discase or of foci of infection. Mere ral- 
nutrition is only one of many symptoms and is sc concary to 
physical ciscasce It shoule be therefore terimc secondary 
malnutrition. 


Primary, or essential malnutrition, on the 
Othsr hane, is an entity representing a state of cisturbed 
nutrition which is usuclly cue to inatcauate habits, capecially 
food habits, ane which is associcatod with a depression in 
activity (féticue syndrome) or an exeuss in acitivity (nervous 
syndrome) or poth, with loss in bo¢cy weight as a common, though 
not a neccessary, Sign. “o realize, of course, that it is 
Cifficult to craw e@ sharp lino of comarcetion between normal 
and abnormal nutrition. Nutrition is th. »roecss which governs 
not only ths form, size and structure of the bocily tissucs and 
orsans, but also their functional intcractions. It is the 
nutritional »vrecess on which propor correlation and »vxorfect 
harmony of the workings of the various vhysiolosic systems 
Cécponde 


Since the word fatigue is so often misused 
end since there scems to ocxist a great cifference as to just 
what it moans, let us first define what wo understcnd by chronie 
fatizuc., Wo de not have reference to fatisability which may 
appcar as onc of many symotoms of orzenic nor rc 
have in mina acute fatigeve which can be artificially pro¢uced 
in normecl children and which is the inevitable result of certain 
prescribed amounts of work, What we have in mine in the tcrm 
chronic faticue is a symptom cormvlex which may prinery, 
yot is often secondary, and in which the signs an¢ symptoms 
of subcfficicney are usually universal and in which more then 
one orgen and more than one system are involved, 
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Tho symptoms of faticuc may be psychic, pnhysical or mental in 
cheractor. Thoso are veri dc, difforing at timncs coven in the 
samo individual.

Meany a child 
suffcring chic tly from malnutrition may complain of hoadachcs 
ane backach:s; sco may the tired child; thouch his 
of nutrition mey be normal. Many nelnourishud child 
is restless ane irritablo itene the tired chilc. anc the 
main sign of malnutrition, namely uncerweicht, is often found 
in chronic fatizve. Usually the malnourishee chil¢c is a 
tired chile, while the tircéd child is often yet not clways a 
mélnourishced chile, It mey hapoon that, on the basis of pdhy- 
Sical examination and the Vood=Ealdwin tables, a chile may 
physically p-orfectly normal cné yet may suffer from chronic 
fotiguc.e There arc many malnourished children who suffcr from 
fatigue anc vice versa tircc whe unccrso malnutrition. 
Indsee at times it will become practically impossible to state, 
in caen ineivicual child, which ons of th: two con¢itions pres
